The Commissioper of the General Land Oftice
ns received Execulive orders crenting nddis
tonnl land distriets, In pursuance of the ninth
seciion of the act of July, 1864, for mining pur-
poses, They are as follows:—An additional dis-
ot 1n Callfornin, composed of the gounties of
Rlerra Nevada, Plaea, Eidorndo, Arondos, Onls-
veros, Alpioe, and Sacramento, with the Land
OMee at Sacramento city

Two additional districts in Nevada—the first
composed of the county of Lander. with Lhe
Inpd offlee at Austing the second distriot L& som
posed of the eountles of Nye, smoralda, and
the unorganized county of Lincoln, with the
land oftiee nt Lelmont

An addittonal district in Idaho, composed of
all thit part of the Territory lying norit of the
Salmon river raoge of mountaing, with the land
offioe al Lewistowo. Instruetions arce bein
prepared for the governmeni of the officers o
Lhiese distriols, to the end of an early develop
ment of the mineral Interests as conlemplated
by the net

The Commissioner has aldo roesived the
necessary order of the President consolidating
the St, Augustine, Newmansville, and Tampa
Bay land offces, in Florida, at Tallahassieo, and
instructions have been transmitted o the
Register and Recotver of the consolldated dis
triel, glving effect 1o this order.

There hias been submitted to the Beoratary of
the Iuterior for bis approval, nlistof lands

containing 6305 mores, selected lor in
demnily and ns revertin 1o Lhe
Sinte of Minnesola under the wnets of

Congresa approved July 4 and 13, 1864, to ald in
the comslruction of the SBoulhern Minnesoln
Raliroad, ronniong from the town of Hoaston,
through hmulnn. Fillmore, Mower, Fresborn,
nnd Falrlbault connties, to thejweatern bound-
ary of the State,tbhe Governor of Minnesota
having certified to the completion of the ten
miles ot sald road, from Houston to Rushlord.
